County of Elgin; asking that super highways be made 
toll roads. 


County of Simcoe; asking that veteran land purchases 
have reduced acreage under the Veterans’ Land Act. 


County of Simcoe; asking that recent legislation granting 
reduced assessment on woodlots be repealed. 


County of Wellington; asking that the same road subsidy 
as received by Counties and Townships be paid to Towns and 
Villages. 


County of Simcoe; asking that county road subsidy be 
increased to 65%. 
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Counties of Stormont, Dundas & Glengarry; asking that 
the cost of maintenance of indigent patients in the Ontario 
Hospital at Woodstock be born by the Province. 


Canadian Good Roads Association; asking for delegates 
to the convention. 


Norfolk Conservation Committee; asking changes in the 
Trees By-Law. 


Mr. Monroe, Landon; asking changes in the Trees By- 
Law. 


Judge of the Juvenile and Family Court and the 
Inspector of Prisons; notifying Council that Juveniles must 
not be held in custody in the gaol.

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Moved by Mr. Malcolm, seconded by Mr. Cunningham, 
that the penalties recovered under the Highway Traffic Act 
be paid to the Villages where a county road passes through 
instead of to the County, where these villages provide police 
to enforce the Act.—Carried.

The Warden gave a verbal report on the Vacationland 
Tour held this last summer, and stressed the need for more 
municipal parks and pointed out that a commission should be 
appointed to look after the matter of Parks, Reforestation 
and Conservation. 


Mr. Hall brought up the matter of police jurisdiction and 
reported that the Provincial Police have seen fit to by-pass 
the County Police on matters that are County Police matters 
by investigating them themselves so that the County is 
deprived of the reports that are used for County Road Pur- 
poses. Constable Al Robb addressed the Council showing the 
handicap they will be under in not knowing of County Road 
matters. Constable Earl Dickson answered questions and ad- 
dressed the Council, showing what their duties were as out- 
lined to them when they were engaged. It was decided by 
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Council that a meeting of the Inspector and the officer in 
charge of the local detachment of the O.P.P., the two County 
officers and the Road Committee be held to come to some 
understanding of this problem. 


Moved by Mr. Chamberlain, seconded by Mr. Phillips, 
that we, the Norfolk County Council, petition the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests of the Province of Ontario to 
amend R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 399, Section 3 (a) by adding 
the following words; “or removal or destruction by any 
other method” so that the section would read as follows; (a) 
restricting and regulating the cutting, removal or destruction 
by any other method of trees in any part of the County or 
Township.—Carried.

Report of Sub-Committee on Reforestation 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk 


Gentlemen: We, the Reforestation Sub-Committee, beg 
leave to report the following: 


Your Committee has visited all Plots and find them 
in very good shape. The fire guards have been kept worked. 


The contract for one hundreds cords of pulpwood has 
been nearly completed. 


An agreement has been made with Mr. Ronald Wagner 
whereby the County can cut four hundred cords of pulpwood 
by the end of April, 1954. Approximately one hundred cords 
has been cut to date and a quantity of logs. 


Your Committee regret to report a fire in Plot number 
15 in the Township of South Wasingham, where an estimated 
twelve or fifteen acres were burned; some of these trees 
were coniferous variety and some hardwood. 


Six thousand trees have been ordered for next year; 
these consist of 2,500 each of white and red pine and 1,000 
cedars. The pine species are to be used in replanting Plots 
21 and 16, in South Walsingham, and the cedars to be plant- 
ed between the rows in the Gore, on County Road No. 8 
at the Oxford Boundary, and the Gore on County Road No. 
7 at Houghton Centre.

Report of Assessment Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Cour.vil 
of the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen; We your Assessment Committee have held 
four meetings since the County Assessor reported to County 
Council on May 26, 1953. 


During the month of August we visited farm properties 
in the Townships of Windham, Townsend, North Walsingham, 
South Walsingham and Middleton. 


In October and November urban properties were review- 
ed in Delhi, Simcoe and Port Dover. 


Your committee reviewed thirty rural properties and 
thirty urban properties. The committee was provided with 
copies of the appraisal cards showing the assessment and in 
most cases the sale price of the properties. 


We recommend;— 


1 — That a camera be purchased by the County Asses- 
sor’s office to secure pictures of post card size of 
properties when necessary for use in assessment. 


2 — That a review of urban land values be made by 
the County Assessor in conjunction with the Local 
Assessors. 

3 — That a review of obsolescence allowances for urban 


buildings be made by the County Assessor in con- 
junction with the Local Assessors.

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BY-LAW No. 956 





A By-Law to appoint High School Trustees for the 
various High School Districts in the County of Norfolk. 


WHEREAS Norfolk County By-Laws No. 871, 872 and 
875 and amended by By-Law No. 939 the High School Dis- 
tricts. of Simcoe, Delhi and Waterford were enlarged. 


AND WHEREAS under R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 165, Section 
25 (1) High School Trustees shall be appointed at the last 
regular meeting held by the appointing body in the calendar 
year and shall take office on the Ist day of January of the 
following year. 


AND WHEREAS under R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 165, Section 
18 (4) (a) the Council of the County may appoint one trus- 
tee, who shall hold office for one year. 


THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by the Council of the 
County of Norfolk in Council assembled that; 


1. Mr. H. J. H. Barrett of the Town of Port Dover 
is hereby appointed a High School Trustee for the Simcoe 
High School District Board. 


2. Mr. William Marshall of the Village of Delhi is here- 
by appointed a High School Trustee for the Delhi High 
School District Board.

3. Mr. Charles L. Hall of the Township of Townsend 
is hereby appointed a High School Trustee for the Waterford 
High School District Board.

BY-LAW No. 957 





A By-Law of The Corporation of the County of Norfolk, 
being a By-Law to restrict and regulate the cutting of 
forest trees. 


WHEREAS it is deemed imperative for the general wel- 
fare of The County of Norfolk to maintain and improve 
the forest and soil, and game and fish resources of the 
County by preserving and propagating the woodlands of 
the County. 


AND WHEREAS by The Trees Conservation Act, Statutes 
of Ontario, 1950, Chapter 399, Section 3; The Council of a 
County is empowered to pass by-laws; 


(a) restricting and regualting the cutting of trees, and 


(b) providing for the appointment of officers to enforce 
the provisions of such By-Law passed under this section. 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE COUNTY OF 
NORFOLK ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: That;— 


(1) No trees of desirable species as listed below that 
do not attain the measurement as also specified below may 
be cut;

(2) This By-Law shall not; 


(a) interfere with the right of a person who has been 
the registered owner of land for at least two years to cut 
trees thereon for his own use. 


(b) interfere with any rights or powers conferred upon 
a municipality by The Municipal Act. 


(c) interfere with the rights or powers of the Hydro 
Electric Power Commission of Ontario or any other board or 
commission which is performing its functions for or on 
behalf of the Government of Ontario. 


(d) apply to trees growing upon any highway or upon 
any opened road allowance. 


(e) apply to trees growing in a woodlot having an 
area not exceeding two acres. 


(3) Any person who violates the provisions of this By- 
Law shall be guilty of an offence and liable to a penalty 
of not exceeding $500.00 or to a term of imprisonment not 
exceeding three months. 


(4) Enforcement officers under the provisions of this 
By-Law shall comprise a Commission of three members, 
other than members of Council, to be known as “The Trees 
Conservation Commission of the County of Norfolk,” to 
be appointed by resolution of the Council and to hoid office 
for a period determined by the Council, at a remuneration 
of $1.00 per hour and a mileage allowance of six cents per 
mile for car when employed or driving on the duties of the 
Commission. 


(5) A By-Law shall be passed by the Council of the 
County of Norfolk, stating the regulations under the authority 
of this By-Law (No. 957). 


(6) That By-Laws No. 856, 882 and 955 are hereby 
repealed. 


(7) This By-Law shall come into force and take effect 
on the approval of The Honourable The Minister of Lands 
and Forests of the Province of Ontario.
